BUFFALO, August 7, 1853. 


MR. BOOTH—Sir;—Knowing your readiness to 


oblige the Ladies, I venture to submit to you a 
lew notes by the way, of my journey from Mil- 
waukee to this place, via the Lukes. They were 
made simply for ray own amusement, and pri- 
vate journal, but at the suggestion of several la- 
dy passengers—-twulvo of whom were from Mil- 
waukee—that they might be of some benefit to 
other ladies -who contemplate journeying bv the 
Lakes, I have consented to their publication, 
should you deem them worthy .the columns of 
your paper. 


Left Milwaukee on board the steamer Sultana 


the evening of August 2nd. Passengers about 
150 in number, among whom were the distin- 
guished Right Her. Archbishop HUGHES, Mon- 
signor BEOINI, Missionary Extraordinary to the 
United States, and several other Catholic di- 
vines. 1 was unattended by an escort, conse- 
quently did not succeed in getting a state-room 
until nearly the last one served. Mrs. H. was to 
share it with me, but, upon inspecting our dor- 
mitory, we decided that watching in the cabin 
would be preferable to occupying it, and as the 
Steward seemed taxed to the utmost of his wit 
to provide for such a inotloy crew of women, we 
concluded not to trouble him farther until morn- 
ing, and so camped upon the divans with the 
Slieboygan passengers. .Scarcely had we dis- 
posed ourselves ere most of the ladies who had 
taken rooms retreated to the cabin likewise de- 
claring their rooms to be in like condition to 
ours, being infested -with preemption settlers, 
whose claim ladies did not wish to contest, con- 
sidering the state of the rooms in other respects. 
Wo passed a. sleepless night, and the next day 
learned that the same state of things existed 
with the gentlemen; also, that the boat was in 
the most filthy condition imaginable. 


Various anathemas wero cast upon the poor 


Steward, and if he had not been one of the 
kindest iiearted of young men in existence, 1 
am sure hf,- would have been annihilated by such 
a discussion of Woman's Rights as he was 
obliged to hear at every turn he made- We were 
a cross set of women and children, and mani- 
fested it aw women generally do, with the tongue, 
while the men put on faces of sour dignity and 
smoked cigars irrespective of ladies or locality. 
01' course thai/ were too sensible to find fault. I 
thought, however, that I heard one of the Bish- 
ops ridicule the viands of the table in a sarcas- 
tic style, but as he is a holy father and I a sinful 
epicure, perhaps my eyes and ears deceived me, 
or some evil spirit uttered what I verily though 
came from the lips of his reverence. 


Everything in the way of table fare and cab- 


in comforts seemed to be perfectly insufficient, 
except the readiness of tho waiters to obey the 
turn of the silver key. But this was the firstday 
of the voyage, and, although I had felt as much 
vexed as any one, I discovered by the second 
night that the fault did not refit upon the Stew- 
ard and table-waiters alone, by any means, for 
what was wanting in accommodations they 
seemed anxious to make up by kindness. So I 
resolved that as my object in coming round the 
lakes, was the adventure and the scenery, I 
would be reconciled to our comfortless condition 
if kindness and fair weather continued, and 
make as much amusement out of it as possible. 


We reached Manitou Islands at, 6 o'clock P. 


M., where the boat stopped two hours, giving 
passengers a fine opportunity of exploring ev- 
erything worth seeing upon the Island, and the 
pleasure I enjoyed in that short time amply 
cotnpensated for the privations of the previous 
twenty-four hours. A party of ladies and gen- 
tlemen, including myself, cruised about in a row 
boat, which event was characterized by a race 
with another boat which contained the Holy 
Bishops and Fathers, an bjmor I never dreamed 
of aspiring to, at the time i read Kirwan's cele- 
brated letters to Bishop Hughes. 
The next 


morning we reached Mackinaw, where we stop- 
ped six hours. In this pleasure too, ray antici- 
pations wero more than realized. Besides vis- 
iting tho most important punts of interest at this 
lovely watering place, I was one of a party who 
visited the U. S. steamer Michigan, which was 
just ready to go to Grand Travers. We met 
with a cordial welcome by its gallant comman- 
der, officers and crew who consisted of 95 men. 
The tidiness ol this boat was extremely invi- 
ting, contrasting widely with the Sultana. The 
Bishops, doubtless, were of tliesnme opinion, as 
they left the Sultana and took passage under 
Uncle Sam's flag. Passengers quite invigorated 
by this pleasure, mid the afternoon and evening 
passed gaily until the hour of retiring, when tha 
ladies were obliged to witness quite a scene with 
the Captain. He came in and suddenly ordered 
the lights lowered, and made use of very ungen- 
tlemaniy language to the waiters in presence of 
the ladies ; and then, because one lady suggest- 
ed that her room was not light enough to retire> 
he flew into a passion, addressing her personal- 
ly in a most insolent and abusive train of lan- 
guage, mistaking her remark for a request to 
have a light in her state room. Perhaps he tho't 
Thunder Bay was too calm, and a storm -would 
give another variety to our voyage. However, 
that may have beeu, the ladies were disgusted, 
frightened, and convinced that Capt. Appleby 
was no gentleman; that he had raised the tteam 
higher than was necessary; and felt no confi- 
dence in his protection after THtneaaiBgBuch an 
explosion. A Mr. Smith, who had also steamed 
himself into a state of insensibility, placed a 
cigar in his mouth, and cast anchor in the ladies 
cabin, was another grievous annoyance, especial- 
ly to those who, like myself, were destitute of a 
state-room. 


This indecent conduct of the Captain confirm- 


ed my opinion that the youthful and kind Stew- 
ard, and waiters, were not sustained in their at- 
tempts to make paisengvrs comfortable, and I 
think there was not a dissenting opinion to th« 
agreement that a Captain who is to devoid of 
care for his passengers, ought not to he patron- 
ized, by ladiw, at any rate. The. paseengert 
tried to supply the deficiency of atttentioM by 
mutually contributing something by way of en- 
tertainment Among the gentlemen we had an 
amusing variety of characters, each a distinct 
one of itself. The •witty Yankee Slaveholder, 
who averred that he- owned eighty slaves, and 
teiiMtd he enjoyed hit mini as well M h» *lave» 
do thsire, was a prominent character. He 


styled himself the "Arkansas Traveler," and I 
doubt if any of as forget him soon. But I am 
not going to comment on him farther than to 
aay,. that as a passenger, he showed himself a 
gentleman, and his peculiarities contributed not 
a little to our entertainment. The tall Southern 
lawyer, the good natured Scotchman from New 
Orleans, the intelligent German lawyer, Mr. 
Mitchell from Pittsburgh, Pa., the dignified and 
noble looking Col. Turner, of Arkansas, the 
man of common sense from Chicago, and the re- 
fined young man, with a peculiar pleasing ex- 
pression of countenance, who entertained us 
with the song of Filial Affection, together with 
a celebrated Mr. Swain, and the pompous Dr. 
Smith, were each, persons who distinguished 
themselves in some way among the passengers. 


From Detroit oar journey was even more un- 


pleasant than before. Passengers were wearied, 
some of the ladies fretful, and the Captain evi- 
dently felt a perfect antipathy to us all, which 
by many was reciprocated. The pleasant and 
interesting Mr. "Woodworth, who seems to be a 
young man capable and worthy of a different 
sphere from the one he occupies, tried to equal- 
ize matters as far as was in his power, and heav- 
en only knows what would have become of us 
had it not been for him. I hope the ladiei were 
all disposed to take back the anathemas of the 
first day of the journey, when they shared his 
devoted care, in attending to baggage of ladies 
who were alone, helping them to Hotels at the 
several stopping places, at the risk of being left 
behind himself. 


Should this article meet the eye of Capt. Ap- 


pleby, he will understand, I hope, the causes 
which provoked its publicity, and, I hope, will 
be more attentive to his passengers hereafter, 
and, if he has any self-respect, try.and maintain 
it in presence of the ladies. 


We were favored with fair weather, and no ac- 


cident or sea-sickness, and reached Buffalo last 
night at II o'clock. Although I feel that the 
passengers were not properly cared for, yet. for 
myself, I must acknowledge the novelty of tho 
adventure was equal to its inconveniences, tho' 
I have no desire to ever again go aboard of the 
Sutlana, and this was the universal feeling of 
the passengers.
